Home.—The U-boat offensive is still 


serious in the Mediterranean. Sub- 
marine! liases exist in neutral coun- 
tries, where information, provisions 
and even petrol are supplied to the 
Gorman commanders. 
Some time ago 


three Sicilian fishermen were charged 
•with supplying provisions to an enemy 
submarine off Augusta. In the course 
of the trial before the military tribunal 
at Catania evidence was brought to 
show that while the fishermen were 
out at sea in their boat a submarine 
rose to the surface and ordered the 
three men to go on board. 


The commander then informed them 


that two would be kept as hostages 
while the third was to go ashore in 
the boat and get the fresh' provisions 
needed. If he returned with them with- 
in two or three hours the two fisher- 
men would not only be released but 
also 
compensated; 
otherwise 
they 


would be 
1 killed. The man was warn- 


ed that if he informed the Italian au- 
thorities the fate of hi.s two compan- 
ions would be the same. Xatnrally 
the man obeyed. 
lie returned with 


the provisions 
within the appointed 


time and was well paid for his trou- 
ble and faithfulness. 
Of course1 the 


two hostages were released. 
Evident- 


ly the fishermen's story was corroborat- 
ed by the evidence of oilier men, as the 
tribunal acquitted the two hostages 
and sentenced the man who got the 
provisions to ten years hard labor for 
neglecting to inform the authorities.

three Sicilian lishermen were charged 
*witli supplyin'g provisions to an enemy 
submarine off Augusta.

at Catania evidence was brought to 
show that w’hile the iishermen were 
out at sea in their boat a .submarine 
rose to the surface and ordered the 
three men to go on board. 
The commander then informed th(un 
that two would be kept as hostages 
while the third was’ to go ashore in 
the boat and get the fresh* provisions 
needed. If he returned with them with­ 
in two or three hours the two iisher­ 
men would not only be released but 
also 
compensated ; 
otherwise 
they 
would be killed. 
The man was warn­ 
ed that if he informed the Italian au­ 
thorities the fate of his two compan­ 
ions would be the same. 
Naturally 
the*^man obeyed. 
lie returned with 
the provisions within the appointed 
time and was well paid for his trou­ 
ble and faithfulness, 
Uf course the 
two hostages were released. 
Evident­ 
ly the fishermen’s story was corroborat­ 
ed by the evidence of other men, as tho 
tribunal acquitted the two hostages 
and sentenced the man who got the 
provisions to ten years hard labor for 
neglecting to inform the authorities.

Q^here are thousands of fishermen in 
Italy who lead a hard life without 
earning a living wage and who can­ 
not resist the temptation of making 
money. 
Besides, they are easily in­

It was this trou- 
ble, it is thought, that cttused Lieutenant 
Benton to lose control of the machine at 
a bridge over the mill race. The crash 
awakened Mr. and Mrs. Charles Dennis, 
who live near the scene 
The officer was 


dead when Mr. Dennis reached the car. 
3iiss Kissinger had not been thrown from 
the seat and was unhurt. She said that 
death to Lieutenant Benton had been al- 
most instantanteous. Mr. Dennis attend- 
ed to the removal of the body to a near- 
by building and then called Camp Colt 
headquarters 
An ambulance, was sent 


out and brought in the dead man. An 
examination of the body showed the only 
apparent injury to be a bruise on the 
chest.

"While there is no federal law in force pertaining to the manner of dis- 


playing, hanging, or saluting the United States flag, or prescribing any cere- 
monies that should be observed, there are many regulations and usages of 
national force bearing on the subject. 


"In raising the Hag it should never bo rolled up and hoisted to the top of 


the staff before unfurling. Instead, the fly should be free during the act of 
hoisting, which should be done quickly. 
It should be taken in slowly and 


with dignity. It should riot be allowed to touch the ground on shore, nor 
should it be permitted to trail in the dust. It should not be hung where it 
can be contaminated or soiled easily, or draped over chairs or benches for 
seating purposes, and no object or emblem of any kind should be placed upon 
it or above it.

cheap food for the city dweller, and 
there is no hope that they can be. dur- 
ing the continuance of (he \var and 
its necessarily attendant high 
even as relatively cheap as they »invt 
ordinarily been. 
The only possibility 


of cheap eggs for the city family, ac- 
cording. to the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, lies in keeping 
enough hens in the back yard, where 
they can be supported principally on 
kitchen waste, io supply (lie family ta- 
ble. 
The keeping of hens in back 


yards is at once an economic oppor- 
tunity, for city families and an essen- 
tial part of the campaign for increas- 
ing poultry production. 


What may bo done with fowls in a 


back yard depends upon the size of 
the, yard, the character of the soil, the 
Conditions of sunlight, shade and ven- 
tilation. and the interest and skill of 
ho poultry keeper. The smallest and 
oast favorably situated back yard af- 
"ords an opportunity to keep at least 
•nougl: hens to supply eggs for tho 
loi-sehold. 
The number of liens need- 


•d for that purpose is twice the hum- 
tor of persons to bo ^uppliod. Hence 
ho smallest /lock to lie considered con- 
;is(s of four liens. 
Where hens are 


ccpl only to furnish eggs for tFie table 
no male bird is needed.

branches of parsley, half a cupful of 
chopped col pry, 
all cooked until ten- 


der in .lust enough water to cover. Re- 
move tho pork, press the vegetables 
through the siovo, adding the water. 
•Add a quart of hot milk, a teaspoonful 
and a half of salt, a half teaspoonful of 
popper, and when boiling stir in an 
ogg beaten with a little cold milk. 
Servo at once without further cooking 
or the egg will curdle the mixture. 


Potatoes, to bo palatable boiled, 


should be drained as soon as they arc 
tender, then shaken over tho heat to 
remove all steam and make them 
meal}'.

The five cities that will be in qom- 


petition for fourth place are Balti- 
more, Boston, St. Louis, Detroit and 
Cleveland. 
The city that is most 


likely to beat Baltimore in the race 
for fourth place is Detroit, which now 
has an estimated population of 825,- 
000. 
Estimated 
populations 
some- 


times shrink tremendously when the 
government count is made, and it may 
be so with the spurty metropolis of 
Michigan. 
St. Louis is claiming a 


1918 population of 850,000, but this 
also is subject to possible shrinkage, 
as it is 103,000 greater than the 1910 
score. Boston lias not extended her 
boundary lines and is not making any 
claim 
to 
extraordinary population 


growth. The New England city does 
claim an increase of 100,000 over the 
1910 count, however, or a present 
population of 767,000.

The fact that all metals expand and 
cf in tract moro or loss with every va-* 
riation of tomporaturo introduces groat 
comiillcations Into the making of in- 
strumonts 
concerned 
with 
absolute 
standards of timo or space, and much 
research has ))oon devoted to tho find­ 
ing of a metal having the lowest ])os- 
sible coollicient of thermal expansion. 
In due course Iho investigators arrived 
at a nickel^'stoel alloy containing about 
3G per cent nickel and about 5 per 
cent each of carlyui and manganese, 
which was found to have a remark- 
alily small thermal expansion at or­ 
dinary temperaturos, and to w*hich 
th<? name “Invar” has been given. 
A summary of tho ro.sults obtained 
during tho last 2H years by various in- 
vostigiitors of this property of invar 
and r(‘la ted nickel steels show, ac- 
<*ording to tho Scientific American, that 
a bar of ordinary invar exi>ands or Cfin- 
tracts by about one-mlllionth of its 
length for one degree centigrade alter­ 
ation in tho temperature anywh(*re 
within tho range of zero to 40 de- 
;;rees, 
A mucli higher degree of con­ 
stancy than this is, however, some­ 
times obtaint'd ; much depends on tho 
amounts of carbons and manganese 
present. 
Small quantitlos of invar have boon 
manufactured which showed a change 
in length of less than half a millionth 
per di*gree between zero and 20 de­ 
grees. 
This alloy ciaitained .00 ])or 
cent, carbon and O.JiO pc*r cent man­ 
ganese. 
Samples have even been pre­ 
pared wliicii showed a negative (»o- 
efllcient i»f expanslt)u. i, (»., which con« 
tracted sligliily instead of expiindlng, 
as the temperatm*o rose. 
Invar po.>ses.ses this peculiar prop­ 
erty only within a moderate tempera­ 
ture range; from ‘10 degrees upward 
tht* coelHcient of ixi)ansi«)n .steadily 
increases as the tenijierature rises, un­ 
til at 200 degi’ees it ÍS the same us 
ihat of liesfseiner steel.

Poultry and egg« have novor boon 
choap food for the city dwollor. and 
there is no hop<» that thoy can be, dur­ 
ing tho continuance of tho war and 
Its necessarily attendant high p^>^*os, 
ovon as relatively cheap as thoy >iave 
ordinarily boon. 
Tho only possibility 
of cheap eggs for th> city family, ac­ 
cording to tlio United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture, lies in keeping 
enough hens in tho back yard, where 
thoy can ho supported princl'pally on 
kitchen waste, to supidy tho family ta­ 
ble. 
Tho keeping of hens in back 
yards is at once an economic oppor­ 
tunity, for city families and an ps.^^en- 
tial part of tho campaign for increas­ 
ing poultry production. 
^Yhat may bo done with fow’ls in a 
back yard depends upon tho size of 
tho^yard, tho character of the soil, the 
conditions of sunlight, shade and ven­ 
tilation, and tho interest and skill of 
tho piuiltry keeper. 
The smallest an^l 
least favorably situated back yard af­ 
fords an opportimity to keep at least 
enough hens to supply eggs for the 
household. 
Tho number of hens need­ 
ed for that purpose is twice tho num­ 
ber of persons to be hnippliod. 
Ilenco 
the smallest /lock to ho considered con­ 
sists of four hens. 
Where hens are 
kt j)t only to furnish <»ggs for the table 
no male bird is needed. 
A coop for a fiock of four 
hens 
should have an area of about 20 square 
feet, or abdut five feet per hen. 
For 
Iai*ger flocks tho space allowance per 
bird may be a little less, because tho 
siiaco is used in common and each bird 
has the use of all the coop except 
what her CíHupanicms actually occupy. 
For ‘the ordinary flock of 10 to 15 hens 
the space allow\ance should bo about 
four square feet por hen. 
With proper care the back-yard poul­

In those days when every household should have a flag, and should fly it 
upon every .occasion offered, its correct use should bo Known to all. 
The 
following, from the National Geographic Magazine, tells the proper usage 
succinctly: 
“While there Is no federal law in force pertaining to tho manner of dis­ 
playing, hanging, or saluting the United States flag, or proscribing any cere­ 
monies that should be observed, there are many regulations and usages of 
national forcò bearing on the subject. 
^ 
*‘In raising the flag it should never bo rolled up and hoisted to the top of 
tho stair before unfurling. 
Instead, the fly should be free during the act of 
hoisting, which should be done quickly. 
It should be taken in slowly and 
with dignity. 
It should not be allowed to touch the ground òn shore, nor 
should it be permitted to trail in tho dust. 
It should not be hung where it 
can be contaminated or soiled easily, or draped over chairs or benches for 
seating purposes, and no object or emblem of any kind should be placed upon 
it or above it. 
“A common but regrettable practice at public meetings is to drape the 
flaic like a tablecloth over tho speaker's table and then place on the flag a 
pitcher of ice water, flow’ers, books, etc. 
**The flag should not be fes^oned over doorways or arches. 
Always 
lot the flag hang straight. 
Di? not tie it in a bow knot. 
Whore colors are 
desired for decomtive purposes, use red, w’hite and blue bunting. 
“The flag should not be hoisted upside down, other than as a signal of 
distress at sea. 
“International usage forbids tho display of the flag of one nation above 
that of any other with which it is at peace. 
When the flags of two or more 
nations are displayed, they should be on separate staffs, or on separate hal­ 
yards of equal size and on the same level. 
“The flag should never be raised or lowered by any mechanical appliance. 
“When the national Colors are passing on parade, or in review, the spec­ 
tator should, if %valking, halt, and if sitting arise and stand at attention and 
uncover. 
*'\Vhen flags are used in unveiling a statue or monument thoy should 
not bo allowed to fall to the .ground, but should bo carried aloft to wave out, 
forming a distinctive feqture during the remainder of the ceremony. 
“Wliore the national fla^r is displayed with state or other flags, it should 
be given the place of honor on the right. Its use should be confined as much 
as possible to its display upon tho staiT. 
Where used as a banner, the union 
should fly to the north in streets running east and w^est, and to the east in 
streets running north and south, 
“Old, faded, or w’ornout flags should not be used for banners or other 
secondary purposes. 
“Wh('n no longer fit for display, the flag should' be destroyed privately, 
preferably by burning or other methods lacking the suggestion of Irreverence 
or disrespect. 
“A fiag or an ensign at half-mast Is the universal sign of mourning, 
liefore being placed at half-mast the flag must always be raised to the stop of 
tho staff, and before it is lowered from half-mast it must likewise be hoisted 
to the top.**

are watching the progeas of the blanket 
pension bill introduced by Senator Smoot, 
guaranteeing to every veteran a pension 
of not lees than $30 a month. The meas 
lire is now in conference. The' Smoot 
bill amends the general pension act of 
May 11, 1012, 'by adding a new section, 
as follows: 


"That from and after the passage of 


this amendment, the rate of pension for 
any person who served ninety days or 
more in the .military or naval service of 
the United States during the civil war, 
now on the roll, or hereafter lo be placed 
on the roll and entitled to i oceive a less 
rate than hereinafter provided, shall be 
$30 a mouth. In case such persons have 
reached the age of 75 years and served 6 
months, the rate shall be $32 per month 
one year, $3.1 per month; our and one 
half years. $38 per month; t*.> years 01 
over $40 per month.

Slacker Goes To Camp. 


At 2 o'clock on Friday afternoon Eli S. 


Kuhn, of ML Holly, was just a plain 
slacker who bad failed to register for the 
draft on June 5, 1917. At 2.55 Kuhn was 
a member of Uncle Sam's National Army 
and was on bis way to Camp Meade. 
Kuhn was feared in and around Mount 
Holly. Twice he was in trouble for steal- 
ing, but each time evaded arrest by threat- 
ening to shoot the constable who was to 
have served the warrants. Friday, how- 
ever, Kuhn bumped into the wrong par- 
ties. When he was in .Hai risburg, ac- 
companied by his father, H. T. Smith, 
deputy marshal, and J. 8.

In Auto Spill. 


Two persons lost their lives aud three 


others were injured on Thursday shortly 
after .'3 p. in., when a; large seven passen- 
ger automobile,owned and driven by Chad. 
Bctkheiiuer, of York, turned turtle on the 
York pike, a mile; West of Thomasville, 
the driver losing control of the car travel- 
ing westward, shot across a bridge at the 
rate of between oO and GO miles an hour. 
The k'11?'.! ""(;: William Wtsley Arnold, 54 
years old, killed instantly having his skull 
crushed. Chiiilcd ij. Beuvcrsoii, 57 years 
old, fractured skull, dicd-in the: York hos- 
pital at 5 p. m. The injured are: Charles 
Berkheimer, 35 years old, contusions of 
the back. 
In the York hospital. Joseph 


roller, 05 years old, severe scalp wound, 
and a broken rib. 
Condition serious. 


Charles Shank, 40 years old, contusions of 
left eye. 
The men were all from York. 


The spot where the accident occurred is 


about one mile west of Thomasville, op- 
posite the home and office of Dr. Stam- 
baugh. At the same place several more 
or less serious accidents have occurred 
during the past two weeks, and two years 
ago u man was killed in a similar manner 
at the same place. The men were on their 
way to Ccttysburg. The car struck a 
breaker at the approach to the bridge, 
causing Berkheimer to lose control. 
The 


machine kept straight over the bridge, but 
when it had cleared it turned to the ex- 
treme right of the road on the grass. This 
caused the car to skid. Berkheimer ap- 
parently made an cliort to bring the car 
back into the middle of the road. As he 
did so he made too sharp a turn and could 
not straighten out the machine and it 
turned completely around on the two right 
wheels, headed in the opposite direction 
to that which it had been going; swayed 
for a moment and with its momentum 
only slightly slackened turned turtle. Fol- 
Icr aud Shfink were thrown clear of the 
car. 
The other throe men were pinned 


underneath it. When the machine was 
lifted by a crowd of motorist which gath 
crcd at the scene it was found that Arn- 
old had been instantly killed. The steer- 
ing wheel resU'd on his head, crushing in 
the entire right side of his face air! skull.

Two persons lost their lives at)d three 
others were injured on Thursday shortly 
after 3 p. m., when a) large seven passen­ 
ger automobile,owned and driven by Chas 
Berkhefmer, of York, turned turtle on the 
York pike, a mile West of Thomasville, 
the driver losing control of the car travel 
ing westward, shot across a bridge at the 
rate of between ¿lO and 15U miles an hour.

Charles l\ Beavercon, 57 years 
old, friictured skull, dit^d-in the York hos* 
pital at 5 p. m. /The injured arc: Charles 
Berkheimer, 35 years old, contusions of 
the back.

Füller, t)5 years old, severe sciilp wound, 
and a broken rib.

The men were all from York. 
The spot where the accident occurred is 
about one mile west of Thomasville, op 
poeite the home and office of Dr. »Stam- 
baugh.
